Chinese officers on the force 
attended and participated in the 
recrtiitment meeting， Officers 
Mike Chan， Walter Chan，Nelson 
Lum, and Heather Fong described 
their experiences in the 18-week 
academy training DPIogram, in the 
14-week field _ training officer 
program， and on patrol and foot- 
beat assignments. 

Fong, the only Asian Aimeiicaan 
woman on the force，encouraged 
women “who are willing and 
eager to become police officers” to 
applv and said that acceptance by 
other officers has not been a 
problemi.Other afficers repeated 
her sentiments and said that a 
Strong sense of camaraderie exists 
among them， 

The officers said that a“good 
attitude” and dedication are 
necessary for police cadets to 
SuIcceed in the intensive training 
program.

American officers in the San Francisco 了 Police 
Department is finally paying some' qividends，Last 
Week's well-attended recruitment meeting shows that 
when the police- department shows an interest in 
attracting minorities and when the meeting is 
Properly publicized，the community w 记 show its 
interest and concern . 

Chinese for Affirmative Action and other civil 
rights organizations were forced to file a hiring and 
promotion discrimination suit against the city and its 
police department. Without the action of CAA and 
the other community agencies supporting the suit, the 
Progress in the recruitment drive for Chinese 
Americans and other minorities into the force would 
nothave taken place， 

Especially gratifying to see Was the testimony of 
many Chinese Americans presently in the SFPD. 
There was a time，not too long ago，when the few 
Chinese “American officers were “pressured “by 
hardliners on the force to _ avoid organizations like 
CAA. Chinese American policemen who supported 
openly the goals of civil rights groups didnt have the 
confidence of the department or were relegated to the 
community relations unit of the SFPD. Some Chinese 
American officers had to be tougher on their Own

Gray said that pressures on his 
office might ease when new con- 
sulates in Canton and Shanghai 
are established in the future，bnut 
hesees little prospect of immediate 
relief for his overworked staff.

Reporter Visits 
Churches in China 


PEKING 一 Large clusters of 
churches, hospitals, and schools 一 
many staffed by American and 
European missionaries 一 existed 
in this city of 8 million before the 
Communist takeover in 1949. Of 
those only two Christian chur- 
ches _ remain，and their future 
looks anything but bright， 
according to Robert Crabbe of 
UPI。 
The Chinese constitution calls 

for religious freedom，but the 
Communist party ，discourTages 
missionary work, religious instruc- 
tion， and religious conversion. 
Church membership has dropped 
sharply in China since the 1966 
Cultural Revolution. 

One of the two churches. in 
Peking， the Church of the 
Immaculate Conception of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary，was built in 
1904. Catholic churches have 
stood on its site since 1650. It can 
hold about 500 worshippers，

On ， recent Sunday， 
本 让 70 attended 
morning Mass at 9: 30.: All but five 
Were tourists or members of the 
diplomatic community stationed 
in. Peking. Earlier that morning， 
at seven oO'clock mass，about 25

Mass is still conducted in Latin，
